Price Entirely Too Low. Taxation 
Higher As a Result 

In the first place their offer of $90,-

low. A resolution to have them valued 
by a competent engineer in order that 
the ratepayers would have some defin- 
ite idea as to what ‘we should get for 
them, was voted down by the Council. 

From valuations made by our own 
Officials, based on very conservative 
estimates, they represent a preset 
day value of approximately $300,000.v0 
and in my opinion that is the price we 
should get for them, and no deal 


If, however, we think of the ques- 
certain interesting facts. It requires 
money to feed, house, clothe and edu- 
cate a child. There is, as it were, an 
amount of money invested in every 
child. When the child grows to be an 
adult and begins to earn money, he 
then becomes an asset, and to the ex- 
tent that he earns ‘more than is re- 
quired for his bare living, he is paying 
dividends upon the money invested in 
him. : . 

An eminent Amdrican statisticlan, 
taking these points into consideration, 
has’ found that the value, of a child at 
birth fs over $9,000. This sum invest- 
ed ‘would bring in the money required 
to rear the child and the net income of 
his earning years. 

Upon this basis which we believe is 
sound and reasonable, we find that the 
twenty-two thousand babies who die 
each year in Canada have an economic 
value of over $22,000,000. This repre- 
sents a drain upon our national re- 
sources to an extent which justifies

Our Legal Right to Sell Utilities and 
Enter Into Contract Doubtful 
Our Solicitors have with some hesi- 
tation come to the eonclusion that 
they believe we have a right to sell 
our Utilfies and grant a franchise to 
the Company for the supply of light 
and water. They advise, however, that 
we have no right to contract for 
power. The result is that the City 
most apply at the Company’s expense, 
for a Charter Amendment at the next 
session of the Legislature confirming 
‘what we propose to do as set out in 
the agreements, dnd to validate them. 
If ‘the Legislature refuses to do these 
things, ‘that portion of the contract 
relating to. Power will nbt be legalized, 
and there {s so much doubt ae to the 
legality of the whole ‘agreement’ that 
any ratepayer might, by taking the 
necessary steps, upset the entire con- 
tract We would then be in a most 
unenviable position, especially if the 
Company had dismantled and re- 
moved our electrical generating ma- 
chinery, which they propose to do if

pathy for the person who can pay his 
monthly rates on time and thought- 
lessly puts ‘it off, but it is entirely dif- 
ferent with the poor fellow who 
through sickness or temporary loss of 
employment cannot pay up and is cut 
off. It will no doubt mean in many 
cases that the City will have to come 
to their aid and use the ratepayers 
money to help the unfortunates out. 
Whereas if they could be carried 
along for a few weeks, as the City now 
does in cases of this kind, they would 
pay up all their arrears and not be 
penalized with an exorbitant recon- 
nection charge. The City makes all re- 
connections free, and this is as it 
should be, but the soulless Corpora- 
tions must take their pound of flesh at 
the expense of the poor and needy.

At the end of ten years the contract 
can be renewed or cancelled.

tion when we cannot even compel ‘ 
them to furnish water for extinguish- 
ing fires. Can you beat that? Under 
these conditions we will be infinitely 
worse off than now, for it is only in 
cases of unusual frost or drought that 
our water supply is curtailed and then 
we have always seen to it that suffi- 
cient water for fire protection is avail- 
able. 
No Pumping Standby. Fire Insurance 
Rates May Be Increased 

It is the intention of the Company 
to electrify the pumps in the pumping 
station and in the event of an inter- 
ruption in the power supply we would 
be without water as long as the inter- 
ruption lasted. Imagine our predica- 
ment if a fire broke out on such an 
occasion. We would be absolutely at 
ita mercy if the supply failed for any 
length of time.

While dealing with the vital ques- 
tion of fire protection your attention 
is called to one of the most misleading, 
deceiving and dangerous provisions in 
the entire contract In the matter of 
water supply for fire protection the 
Company agrees to abide by all the re- 
quirements of the Fire Underwriters 
Association. The truth is the Assocla- 
tion has no requirements and this por- 
tion of the agreement is not worth the 
paper it is written on. But it may fool 
some of the ratepayers. If the Associ- 
ation is not satisfied with the water 
supply or the pumping equipment 
which may be installed by the Com- 
pany in the pumping station they do 
not demand that certain changes be 
made nor.do they penalize the Com- 
pany in any way. They just resort to 


the simple expedient of raising the]’ 


insurance. rates and the whole com- 
munity: is’ tpenalized. We fought hard 
to have a clause inserted in the agree- 
ment to the effect that the Company 
would bé responsible to the citizens 
if through any act or omission of 
theirs the. insurance rates would be 
raised. -Do: you suppose the Company 
would agree: to a clause of this kind?

There is, nothing in the contract to 
prevert.the Company from supplying 
us with surface water if they see fit 
to do So and.thus put us on a par with 
other places, whére the water is barely 
fit for humgn consumption and just 
gets by the Health Authorities. 


Many Objectionable Features 

There are other objectionable 
clauses that: should be called to the 
attention of: the ratepayers. The 
agreement prohibits the City at any 
time from taking more than a reason- 
able quantity of water for street 
sprinkling and sewer flushing. In dry 
weather, therefore, when water is 
most urgently needed to lay the dust 
the Company can prevent the City 
from taking what it needs. 

There is no reduction in the water 
rates. They are just the same as now 
prevail. 

No consumer of water is allowed to 
give any water whatever to any per- 
son not a customer of the Company. 
If they do so they must pay the Com- 
pany $2.25 per month for each person 
s0 accommodated. 


For any Fire Hydrant hereafter in- 
stalled by the Company the City will 
be compelled to pay an annual rental 
of $75.00 for each Hydrant. It is de- 
sirable that several more Hydrants be 
put in and we can soon run up a large 
yearly expense in this connection. Hy- 
drants: cost about $125.00 each, and

Production costs can be still further 
decreased by a small expenditure for 
the purchase of pumping machinery to 
bring our No. 2 gas well back into 
production or a new gas well can be 
drilled. Wetaskiwin is situated on a 


proven gas field and another well, 


would enable us to wenerate current 
at a price which would permit the put- 
ting into effect a schedule of rates for 
Nght and power considerably lower 
and more attractive than those offered 
us by the Company. The increased 
business we would secure would pay 
many times over for the cost of the 
well and every electrical consumer 
would benefit. 

A comparison of rates will convince 
anyone that we can never expect to 
compete with the larger cities in Al- 
berta by tying up to the Calgary Pow- 
er Company but we can meet this 
competition with gas engines such as 
we now have and gas wells of our 
own. 

From reports received during drill- 
ing operations it would appear that 
gas in considerable quantity was 
found in the Pigeon Lake Oil Well. 
This’ could *be~ made available for the 
use of our citizens and in the Power 
Plant if it was ever found necessary 
to so utilize it. 

There is yet another proposition 
vastly superior to the present con- 
tract and one worthy of our careful 
consideration, and that is a combina- 
tion of gas and hydro. Our gas engine 
could operate to its capacity and all 
extra power required would be pur- 
chased from the Company. Edmonton 
is entering into an agreement of this 
kind but using steam instead of gas. 
We would still own our Power Plant 
and distribution system, the agree- 
ment with all of its objectionable fea- 
tures would be eliminated, and we 
would sell light and power at consider- 
ably less than the Company will 
charge under the proposed contract. 
The ratepayers would retain control, 
we would always have a standby in 
case of interruptions and no further 
capital expenditure would be neces- 
sary to provide additional generating 
units. Under a scheme of this kind we 
could meet any rates now in effect in 
the Province. 

It is desirable that some improve- 
ments be made in our water system in 
order to make it more efficient and 
economical in operation.

Another impression , atevaling °a 
that the onth systems arn out of date, 
and that ihe water'system is tn a very 
bad condition. As regaris the light 
plant our new gas unit ie one of the 
best manufaetured in the world, and 
is right up to date. The steam unit 
used as a standby is, fcr a lant the 
size of ours, as efficient as any now 
on ‘the market with possibly one ex- 
ception. Although our waterworks 
system has been in operation for 
about 20 years : the engineering prin- 
ciples underlying its construction ire 
the same as practised today. Some 
improvements and _Yeplacements |. 
should -be made but the. cost would not 
be excessive. 

Another opinion frequently expres- 
sed is that we are faced for years 
with a 20 cent light rate. Notwith- 
standing that. we are operating under 
conditions that can be improved the 
earnings this year of our light and 
power system will permit of a large 
reduction in rates effective not later 
than December 3ist next. 

City in Splendid Financial Condition 

Still another impression is that the 
City is in a bad financial position and 
not likely to get permission to issue

struction. They requested certain in- 
‘formation dealing with the financing 
of our Utilities and while they did not 
favour our method in this connection 
we could show them that our realiz- 
able assets were more than sufficient 
to meet all current Ifabilities. As the 
construction of the sidewalks was not 
proceeded with this year the applica- 
tion was withdrawn. Any future de- 
benture issue within reason should 
without doubt/ receive the sanction of 
the Board. 

Never before in our Municipal ex- 
perience has such an important ques- 
tion come before the ratepayers for 
decision. It demands your most care- 
ful consideration. If you are not satis- 
fied with the agreement in any partic- 
ular vote against it, always remember- 


ing that if it carries our Utilities (be-

UNION OF CHURCHES 
CONSUMMATED IN SCOTLAND 


The members of tho  rospoctlvo 
gonoral assomblies mot in thelr own 
assombly hall this morning, and, 
headed by tholr moderators, marched 
two abreast to St. Qilos’ cathedral. 
They met at the junction of Bank 
street and High street, and, now four 
abreast, proceeded down the Royal 
mile to the cathedral. There the 
thanksgiving service was held. 

The assembly hall was trans- 
formed Into a scene of great beauty 
and dignity. for the celebration of 
the act of unlon. Formerly it was a 
motor car garage, but today it held 
16,000 persons who represented all 
aspects of Scottish life, and all the 
Christian churches of Europe and the 
dominions. 

Intense emotion made _ dramatic 
the signing of the Act of Union by 
the moderators. By this act, the 
chrrches became merged into the 
Church of Scotland. Rev. Dr. John 
White, of Glasgow, had the honor of 
becoming the first moderator of the 
new and greater body. 

A message from the King con- 
veyed the earnest hope that his be- 
loved Church of Scotland would 
henceforth fe even more abundantly 
blessed in her labors. The Duke of 
York, Lord High Commissioner, who 
was accompanied by the Duchess, 
said he conveyed the full assurance 
of His Majesty's interest in and love 
for the Church of Scotland, and of 
his determination to uphold the cause 
of Presbyterian government in Scot- 
land.

For thirty years the late Miss Mol- 
Ison, owner of Braemar Lodge, col- 
lected antique articles. She attended 
practically all the antique auction 
sales conducted in- Calgary and ac- 
quired many treasures. In addition 
friendg.in England and in other parta 
of the world, from time to time, sent 
her various beautiful antique articles. 
The public auction sale to be conduct- 
ed by A.-P.. Mitchell early next month 
is to be held under authorization of 
the Mollison estate. _ 


Though an attempt to describe the 
remarkable collection adequately 
would be impossible in less than an 
article of book dimensions, a number 
of the auctfioneer’s ‘lots’ are par 
ticularly interesting.

| INTERESTING PAPER 


\ fice) AT_U.F.W.A. MEETING 


The October meeting of tho U.F.W. 
A. Millot Loca), ‘was'held at. the home 
of Mrs. V. Nordquiat. on Friday after- 
noon with a ‘fair attendance. 

The following paper. by Mrs, J. 
Carney, Convenor of Education, was 
found very helpful: 

Much has been done in the past to 
improve the system of education, but 
at no time, has such progress been 
made in thie direction, a8 at the pres- 
ent time. 

Years ago it was deemed necessary 
for the professional man and woman 
only to have a college or uuliversity 
education, and the average boy and 
girl who passed his grade VIII. exam- 
ination was considered fit to go out in- 
to the world and earn his living. How- 
ever, the new viewpoint in education 
is to fit men and women to meet: the 
changing needs of the modern world 
and it Is to this end we must model 
our school curriculum and give our 
boys and girls a training in the funda- 
mental laws of health, a training for 
vocation, training for citizenship and 
efficient home-life. 

The government has done a great 
deal for the country boy and girl by 
placing High Schools in all the towns 
of any size and making it possible for 
them to receive a High School educa- 
tion the same as any city boy or girl. 
However, these country High Schools 
are very often overcrowded, and this 
{fs one of the problems the Depart- 
ment of Education has before it at the 
present time. The city and larger 
towns are not compelled to take in 
any more pupils than they can rightly 
handle, and if the country High School 
is overcrowded, what is to become of 
the boys and girls who are turned 
away from these centres of education? 

It is often dificult to secure efficient 
teachers in the country High School 
as he is required to teach all the 
grades and all the subjects in those 
grades, while in the city High Schools 
the most efficient men and women 
teachers. are engaged who have spec- 
ialized in one branch of Subjects and 
are, only. required. to teach those sub- 
fects... Consequently, the, city boy. or 
girl has a very much better. chance of 
making their grade each year than do 
those living in the country and smal- 
ler town. While speaking of efficient 
teachers I would like to eay that that 
is _one very, .great .henefit..to be de- 
rived from ‘the proposed new School 
Act. The inexperienced teacher will 
receive helpful supervision and the 
inefficient teacher instead of passing 
from one country school to another 
will be eliminated entirely. 

One very important advancement 
made in educational welfare is the 
Travelling Clinic, one of which has 
been held in our town recently. Great 
praise is due our government for 
coming into line with other progres- 
sive governments and doing something 
to raise the standard of health among 
the rural people of the Province. 
Without a doubt there are hundreds .-f 
children in rural districts who are in 
need of medical service but through 
varied causes do not receive this, un- 
til real harm has been done, and in 
some cases, sad ty relate, it never is 
done, There are some of the most 
serious and overwhelming problems 
facing society today which are close- 
ly connected with physical and mental 
ill-health, and if travelling clinics, can 
relieve in this difficulty are they not 
very. much worth while? 

I often wonder if the parents in the 
rural districts are as interested in 


educational matters as they might be. |, 


How many of us are content to send 
our children to school from 9 in the 
morning until 8:30 p.m. without ever 
a thought as to whether he is progres- 
sing favorably or not until the end of 
a term, when they possibly fail part of 
their grade or altogether. While, if 
there was more unity between parents, 
pupils and teachers this would possibly 
not be the case. Let us all, as par- 
ents, urge the growing boys and girls 
of today who will be the men and 
women of tomorrow, to carry the 
banner of Excelsior (upward and on- 
ward) until they have gained the high- 
est, possible education that it within 
their reach.
